NAVY GIVES UP 
HUNT FOR FLIERS 
LOST IN PACIFIC 


Honolulu, July 
18 (AP). — The 
United States Navy gave Amelia 
Earhart up for dead at sunset to­ 
day, when it was announced an end 
to 
the 
vast 
South Seas 
hunt 
for the aviatrix and return of the 
giant aircraft carrier Lexington to 
its base at San Diego. 
The carrier had sent its search­ 
ing planes roaring vainly across 
equatorial skies for nearly a week. 
Three destroyers, also in the hunt 
for the aviatrix and her navigator, 
Frederick J. Noonan, all will re­ 
turn to the Pacific coast. 
Two weeks ago Friday, the world- 
famous aviatrix and Noonan van­ 
ished on a 2,570-mile flight from 
Lae, 
New Guinea 
to equatorial 
Howland Lsland, a mere dot two 
feet above the sea. 
Airmen 
of 42 planes, 
already 
without hope swooped down to the 
Lexington’s huge deck late today 
at the end of another vain flight 
to learn search in the 
blistering 
tropic skies was ended. 
Naval 
authorities, directing 
a 
search that has encompassed more 
than 250,000 square miles in every 
direction from 
bleak Howland Is- 
and, said they believed they had 
exhausted every possible hope of 
finding the missing pair alive. 
Since the morning of July 3 when 
the aviatrix radioed she was near­ 
ly out of gasoline and could not 
sight her destination, ships and air­ 
planes have scoured the equatorial 
vastness in which she disappeared. 
The 
39-year-old 
woman 
flier, 
known the world over for her avia­ 
tion exploits, was circling the earth 
"just for fun,” she said, but also to 
blaze 
possible 
new 
commercial 
routes. 
Tile great naval hunt, which be­ 
gan a few minutes after the pair 
were overdue at Howland, was called 
off late Sunday when Navy author­ 
ities decided they had exhausted 
every possibility of ever finding the 
missing fliers. 
The closing order crushed the last 
hope of rescue held by George Pal­ 
mer Putnam, motion picture execu­ 
tive husband of Miss Earhart. 
"I am deeply appreciative of what 
the Navy has done,” the grief- 
stricken husband declared in Los 
Angeles. “That is all I can say."

RICCEST BATTLE 
IN SPANISH WAR 
ISUNDER WAY 


Madrid. 
July 
19 
(AP).—The 
heaviest battle of the Spanish Civil 
war was waged west of Madrid to­ 
day as Insurgents launched a fierce 
drive to hurl Government troops 
back to the capital. 
Insurgent and Government planes 
and artillery crashed bombs 
and 
shells into 
opposing lines 
near 
Brunete, 
newly-won 
Government 
position 12 miles west of Madrid. 
In 
the air, 
an estimated 
160 
planes fought for .supremacy, with 
Government forces gradually gain­ 
ing a slight advantage. 
The Insurgent air force renewed 
a smashing bombardment of Gov­ 
ernment front lines and communi­ 
cation routes. 
A duel between big 
gun*—ranging in size from three 
to IO inches—echoed all day in the 
capital. 
Besides the 
Brunete spearhead 
into Iasurgent lines, 
Government 
forces kept chipping at Insurgent 
positions closer to Madrid. 
Government guns shelled a mili- 
eary camp near Upper Carabanchel, 
outside the southern limits of the 
city. 
Government 
aircraft 
fol­ 
lowed up with a 
heavy bombard­ 
ment of the camp, 
where Insur­ 
gents have concentrated a reserve 
contingent In former airforce bar­ 
racks. 
Tile Cuatroviantest airfield south 
of Madrid also came under heavy 
Government fire. 
The fighting brought heavy loss­ 
es to both sides, but government of­ 
ficers declared Insurgents suffered 
heaviest casualties through expos­ 
ing their forces in the counter at­ 
tack. 
Re-capture of Brunete was re­ 
garded as vital for Insurgent forces 
because Government artillery, from 
new emplacements, bs shelling In­ 
surgent position near Madrid from 
both front and rear. 
Insurgent planes 
again bombed 
Government airfields near Madrid 
but were driven off by heavy anti­ 
aircraft fire. 
A Government official said the 
fighting 
unquestionably was 
the 
heaviest of the war. 
The observer said that by pene­ 
trating the Insurgent ring around 
Madrid Government 
troops have 
been able 
to strike at 
important 
communication lines. 
American and Canadian volun­ 
teers who were in reserve near the 
front lines have seen heavy service 
with the 
Government 
troops the 
last few days. 
• Before the Insurgent assault the 
Government announced a counter 


attack had been beaten back after 
two hours’ fighting.
